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The Commies Have Not Won Yet 


Americans can heav e a sigh of reUef that 
President Eisenhower is not going to Japan. 
Many considered the 
personal danger too 
great and the fears were increased by the 
riotou s attack on Jam es Hagerty last week 
and by the open concern of the President's 
Secret Serv ice body gu ard. 
Bu t Mr. Eisenhower also mu st be admired 
for his display of personal cou rage. To hav e 
canceled the trip while the 
Japanese gov ­ 
ernm ents inv itation still stood wou ld 
hav e 
seriou sly damaged the prestige of the United 
States as a nation. 
He was not willing to 
do that merely to sav e his own comfort 
Withdrawal of the inv itation by 
Premier 
Kishi. therefore, has done the United States 
and its chief ex ecu tiv e a serv ice by taking 
u s off the hook 
THERE REMAINS, howev er, the big qu es­ 
tion of what effect cancellation 
x the v isit 
will hav e in the cu rrent deep freeze of the 
cold war. 
The Commu nists, tru e to form, a rt claim­ 
ing it prov es the bankru ptcy of 
he 
Kishi 
gov ernment. They are ju bilant at the idea 
that a leftist minority has forced the Jap­ 
anese gov ernment to back down and drag 
the United States with it. 
Some people on ou r side of the fence are 
inclined to agree with the Commu nists They 
are willing to admit the Kremlin has won 
this skirmish and that the United States is 
irrev ocably hu miliated in its defeat. 
Bu t su ch a ju dgment may be orematu re. 
The battle is not ov er. Its final ou tcome is 
primarily in the hands of the Kishi gov ern­ 
ment and at this moment it is too early 
to 
tell what that ou tcome will be 
The Prem ier’s rem arks at the time of his 
annou ncement that the inv itation had 
been 
withdrawn were forcefu l and confident, ev en 
if glu m. He said. "We Mu st fight ‘.his v iolence 
head-on.” 
IF HE CAN BE TAKEN at his word, this 
wou ld indicate the inv itation was withdrawn 
for two reasons: 
1. Prem ier Kishi no longer felt he cou ld 
gu arantee the safety of the President and 
did not want to ru n the risk of bearing the 
blame for personal attack on the head of a 
friendly foreign state. 
2 . He believ es the time has come for 
a 
forcefu l, showdown stand against the Com-

facilities

skilled 
maintenance are requ ired, and Colu mbian* 
Cou nty commissioners, who hav e giv en some 
thou ght to the pu rchase of v oting machines, 
ou ght to reflect on what happened in neigh­ 
boring Mahoning Cou nty before su bstitu ting 
mechanical dev ices for the paper ballots and 
pencils now in u se.

3. Sev eral leftist grou ps responsible for 
earlier demonstrations had conceded 
t h a t 
pu blic opinion was tu rning against them. The 
riot which precipitated withdrawal of the in­ 
v itation to the President v ery well might in­ 
tensify that pu blic reaction 
THESE FACTORS may not be enou gh to 
sav e the Kishi gov ernment. Many u nderly ing 
influ ences make the Japanese situ ation a 
highly complex one in which it is impossible 
to predct cau ses and effects in black-and- 
white 
terms. 
The Commu nists are 
skillfu l 
strategists, 
accu stomed to working throu gh minorities, 
and, directed from Moscow and Peiping, they 
are fighting for big 
stakes—the immediate 
degradation of the United States and Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower in the ey es of the world 
and u pset of a gov ernment friendly to the 
West. 
If the Kishi gov ernment falls, especially 
withou t achiev ing ratification of 
the 
U.S. 
treaty , a v ictory by the Commu nists will 
hav e to be conceded. 
Bu t if it stands, it will prov e that the West 
can and shou ld refu se to be cowed by Com­ 
mu nist conspiracies to u ndermine peace and 
order. 
That 
wou ld 
be a 
signal 
v ictory for the 
forces of freedom. The possibility of achiev ­ 
ing it shou ld not be written off by prema­ 
tu re ju dgments of gloom.

people, too. 
So dedicated was she to the Red cau se 
that her zeal remained u ndiminLhed ev en 
after her hu sband was ex ecu ted as a Trot- 
sky ite 
Bu t her day came She fell from grace in 
19 52 in the same my steriou s way that so 
many of her colleagu es did. Thereafter she 
liv ed in isolation, serv ing in an office the 
Reds did not ev en consider worth identify ing. 
Hers was the ty pical story of life 
and 
death in commu nism’s inner circles.

One hears, too. from defenders of 
the Democratic tirades a cry that 
any one who qu estions the tim­ 
ing of the criticism u ttered by 
Democratic spokesmen is therefore 
against all criticsm or in fav or of 
censorship of the press by the gov ­ 
ernment. 
One also hears the conv enient 
argu ment that two wrongs really 
do make a right, after ah, and 
that certainly those who are ad­ 
v ocating 
nonpartisanship 
today 
were dou btless against any su ch 
u nity when Democratic presidents 
were in office 
This correspondent has criticized 
and defended Presidents from both 
parties. Thu s, for instance, the Re­ 
pu blicans 
in 
the 
United States 
Senate on one occasion signed a 
lou nd robbin, annou ncing to the 
world that President Wilson wou ld 
not hav e the su pport of the Senate 
for entry of the United States into 
the Leagu e of Nations. 
When this 
happened 
at 
the 
time of the big su mmit conference 
in Paris in 19 19 , after the end of 
World War I. this writer criticized 
sev erely the Repu blican action as 
u ndermining the President’s power 
to negotiate in behalf of the Unit­ 
ed States. 


SIMILARLY, in October, 19 39 . 
ju st after World War II broke ou t, 
this 
correspondent 
again 
criti­ 
cized the Repu blicans for the parti­ 
sanship manifested 
a g a i n s t a 
Democratic President, Franklin D. 
Roosev elt, and wrote as follows: 
“It is tru e that some of the Re­ 
pu blicans in Congress hav e gone 
along 
with 
the 
administration^ 
foreign policy bu t the majority in 
the Senate hav e not. The strange 
spectacle of a major political party 
differing with the party in power 
on a foreign policy qu estion in a 
period of great crisis has literally 
driv en 
indignant 
v oters 
to 
the 
Democratic side.” 
This was ju st after a Gallu p 
Poll had shown a switch from a 52 
per cent majority a few weeks be­ 
fore predicting 
a Repu blican v ic­ 
tory . to a 6 5 per cent majority 
predicting a Democratic v ictory 7 in 
1940. 
The main reason, as commented 
on by this writer, wa$ the u ncalled 
for partisan attack by Repu blicans 
on the Democratic administration. 
Prior to the Yalta Conference in 
Janu ary 19 45, t h e s e dispatches 
called attention to the absence of 
partisanship inside ar.d ou tside of 
Congress, and it wa4 written here 
that, “ At no time since the war 
began has there been su ch a u nna- 


minity ot sentimet on both sides 
of the political aisile as there is 
today ." 
The. in Ju ne. 19 50, when an­ 
other Democratic President, Harry 
Tru man, took the all-important step 
of ordering ou r military forces into 
action in Korea, this correspondent 
reported: “There is no more parti­ 
san politics now, as both parties 
get behind the President in a re­ 
markable demonstration of u nity 
before all the world. ’ 


THE IDEA adv anced in some 
qu arters recently that those who 
decry partisanship in the midst of 
an international crisis are, there­ 
fore, against all forms of criti­ 
cism is absu rd on its face. 
Nobody objects to. criticism of 
any gov ernmental policy bu t there 
is a time and place for ev ery thing. 
One does not like to see Cy ru s 
Eaton parading arou nd Commu nist 
cou nties heaping criticism on his 
own gov ernment, thou gh he does 
possess the legal right of free 
speech. 
One doesn’t like 
to 
read 
his 
comments to the Commu nist press 
that a Democratic president wou ld 
he better for the Ru ssians in 1961 
than a Repu blican. 
One also doesn’t like to see ef­ 
forts made in Congress today to 
pu blicize m i l i t a r y information 
abou t ou r missiles or abou t ou r 
sy stem of handling 
U2 flights 
at the v ery t i m e 
that 
Nikita 
Khru shchev is engaged in a cru ­ 
sade of insu lts against the Pres­ 
ident of the United States. 
No gov ernmental censorship 
o f 
of the pres5 need ev er be imposed 
bu t self-restraint can be imposed 
by concience and 
a 
feeling 
o f 
patriotism can be engendered, so 
that all concerned wou ld forego 
opportu nities to pu bl'cize things 
that for military reasons 
shou ld 
remain secret. 
There will be plenty of chances 
between now and election day in 
Nov ember for Democratic party 
speakers to rake the administra­ 
tion ov er Ihe coals 
for v ariou s 
things, national and international 
bu t there is a wrong time and a 
right time for su ch criticism, 
When Nikita Khru shchev and the 
Moscow radio were flaring forth 
theiri insu lts was certainly 
the 
wrong time and that’s the point 
this 
writer 
has 
endeav ered 
to 
make. 
When a final decision has been 
made, howev er, or a negotiation 
has been completed, there is plenty 
of opportu nity for criticism of the 
resu lts. 
This writer criticized some of 
the prov isions of the agreements 
made 
at 
the 
Yalta 
Confer­ 
ence when formally su bmitted to 
Congress. 
He criticized also the K or e a n 
armistice ageemeu t, 
not 
on l y 
when President Tru man approv ed 
its 
main 
prov isions 
bu t 
when 
P r e s i d e nt Eisenhower, feeling 
bou nd by what his predecessor had 
agreed to, also approv ed the pact. 
Discu ssion is al w a y s healthy . 
The critics, howev er, who giv e 
aid and comfort to the enemy in 
a crisis do so u nwittingly and not 
deliberately . 
It is the ju dgment they display , 
rather than their loy alty , which is 
open to qu estion and su bject to 
condemnation

Three Men Rescued 


From Lake Erie 


VERM ILION, Ohio (AP)-The 
Coast Guard rescued three men 
from stormy Lake Erie early to­ 
day with the help of an airline 
pilot who spotted a light bobbing 
on the water. 


Wet and tired, but otherwise un­ 
harmed after almost 17 hours on 
the lake were the Rev. Robert S. 
Roseberry. 77, a retired mission­ 
ary; the Rev. Georgj Klein, 49, a 
missionary on leave from Africa, 
and his fathe, Charles Klein, 71, 
of Troy, Ohio. 


The three left for a fishing trip 
at 1 p.m. Thursday from Beulah 
Beach, four miles west of here. 
A cement block and a length of 
rope used as an anchor failed to 
keep the boat from drifting on the 
windy lake. Then, the motor on 
their 16-foot boat wouldn’t start. 
Thunderstorms and high winds 
drove their boat further out. They 
were almost 
14 miles offshore 
when a Coast Guard boat from 
Marblehead finally found them. 
A search was started late Thurs­ 
day, but darkness and a severe 
storm forced a halt to rescue at­ 
tempts. An Army helicopter, a 
Navy plane and six boats took part 
in the search. 
At about 1 a.m. Capt. Mel Al- 
kena, piloting a Detroit-to-Atlan- 
ta Capital Airlines flight, spotted 
a light on the water. 
Using Capt. Alkena’s sighting, 
the Coast Guard got the boat’s po­ 
sition and dispatched vessel^ from 
Vermilion and Marblehead. 
The men were returned to shore, 
fed and put to bed.

The state charged bribe 
pay­ 
m ents were m ade between Febru­ 
ary, 1938 and May, 1959, with the 
purpose of perm itting gambling to 
flourish in Dover. 


Nigro testified he failed in a 
gambling operation he started in 
Dover in 1957. He said he m ade

We hav e three different kinds 
of 
mu scle fiber in ou r bodies. 
The mu scles I'm u sing to ty pe 
this 
colu mn 
hav e 
cross 
hatch­ 
ing s and they ’re 
called striated. 
They ’re also re­ 
ferred 
to 
as 
v olu ntary since 
they operate u n 
der the control 
of my will. 
The 
mu scles 
that reg u l a t e 
the fu nctions of 
ou r blood v es­ 
sels and intern­ 
al org ans a r e 
called smooth since they hav e no 
cross hatching s. They ’re also re­ 
ferred to as inv olu ntary since we 
can’t will them to contract or 
relax . 
These 
inv olu ntary 
or 
smooth 
mu scles do respond, howev er, to 
ou r emotions. 
You can’t make y ou rself blu sh 
or g row pale. Bu t if I say or do 
something that embarrasses y ou , 
the mu scles that control the size of 
the small facial arteries may re­ 
lax . blood will ru sh into the re­ 
lax ed v essels and 1 
see 
y ou r 
cheeks redden. 
If y ou respond with some re­ 
mark that riles me, the mu scles 


arteries of my face may con­ 
tract, blood is squ eezed ou t of 
the constricted v essel, and y ou ’ll 
note that I tu rned “ pale with 
ang er.” 


EVEN MORE remarkable than 
striated or smooth mu scles are 
the v ery special mu scles of the 
heart. 
While the nerv es to the heart 
respond to ou r emotions, heart 
mu scle is not influ enced by ou r 
will or ou r feeling s. 
Reg ardless 
of 
circu mstances, 
heat mu scle continu es to fu nc­ 
tion ev ery second of ou r liv es. 
And each time the heart beats, 
it beats to the v ery best of its 
ability . Unlike v olu ntary and in­ 
v olu ntary mu scles that may re­ 
spond mildly or with intensity , 
cardiac mu scle g iv es the best of 
which it’s capable each time it 
contracts. 
It's an all-or-none propositi o n 
with the heart. 
AND THIS TALK abou t mu scles i 19, n.Y, 
leads me to moralize a little. 
------------- 
While altog ether too many of 
u s 
imitate 
the 
less 
ambitiou s \ LsQrHClS CUS 
striated and smooth mu scles, and 
g iv e to ou r tasks no more than 
the necessary minimu m in order 
to “g et by ,” some others of u s 
fu nction like cardiac mu scle. 
Responding all-or-none to what­ 


ev er arises in ou r liv es, we knock 
ou rselv es ou t prematu rely , like the 
prize fig hter who loses his bou t in 
the dressing room. 
To my mind, it’s this all-or- 
none attitu de that destroy s many 
of ou r most v alu able men and 
women 
in 
the 
prime 
of their 
liv es. 
It's not their hy pertension or 
their 
u lcer 
or 
their 
coronary 
thrombosis that’s at the root of 
their prematu re disablement or 
death bu t the all - or - none driv e 
that ex acts the trag ic penalty . 


IT’S a l l VE RY w e l l for those 
of u s who practice medcine to 
warn ou r patient to “take it easy ” 
or to prescribe sedativ es, tran­ 
qu ilizers and hy pnotics. Bu t the 
main task is that of members of 
the family and associates. 
Like the catcher who g oes to 
the mou nd when his pitcher seems 
to be losing control, the consid­ 
erate relativ e or friend calls time 
offers words of comfort or a pat 
on the back, breaks the strain 
with a wisecrack, and reminds 
the 
tense contestant that 
"y ou 
can’t win them all.”

Mr. Ru pert said the ex tension 
of contracts is being stopped at 
this time becau se of the fact that 
ex tension of a contract has t h e 
same effect as a new contract and 
wou ld requ ire the ex penditu re of 
additional Conserv ation Re s e r v e 
tu nds. 
Under 
present leg islation 
no new Conserv ation Reserv e con­ 
tracts may be entered into. 
The only ex ception to the cu t-off 
on ex tensions is in the case of 
contracts calling for tree-planting 
for which seedling s are not av ail­ 
able. Su ch contracts mu st be ex ­ 
tended one y ear for y each 
y ear 
seedling s are u nav ailable. Mr. Ru ­ 
pert said the present ru ling has 
no effect on the period of ex isting 
contracts. These will continu e in 
accordance with contract terms.
